Tf it woro less anvoying, tho an- 
ti-climax would be amusing. It is 
bad onough, aftor waiting” sovon years, 
to receive only half tho monoy un- 
justly oxtortod:; it is worso to receive 
it in the shapo of drawbacks in- 
stond of tho specio originally paid 
away; but to recsive it Ningpo draw- 
backs is worst of all. Wo prosame 
pationee aud persorerance wil entitle 
tho unbappy claimants to oventual pay- 
mont; but it is really not vory clear 
how they are to obtain it. We cannot 
say that Ningpo hes no export trade, 

‘that goods to the valuo of 
ions anda half of tacls passod 
through its Custom Houso last year ; 
but this is noarly all in the hands of 
Chineso. In ordor to realiso their draw- 
back cortifientes, accordingly, claimants 
-yill have to’ onter into. fiuancinl

OF picco goods, 2,400,000 
piceos ‘wero imported into Shanghai, in 
1807, aaainst 2,870,000 during 1866 ; 
30,100 poculs of av silk were oxported, 
against 21,900 in 1866 ; and 624,000 poculs 
‘of Toa against 400,000. ‘The presont vo- 
Tumo does not contain Reporte by tho 
Aifforent Commissioners, which aro lookod. 
for with interost. ‘The form aud arrango- 
‘mont of tho Tables is again such changod. 
‘A portion of tho Nanzing duos las 
eon. paid in Ningpo “drawbacks 
and export drawbacks’ to boot. Secing 
that tho oxport trade from Ningpo is.not 
flourishing at prosent, the claimants will 
not easily recover their money from a port 
in which thoy aro littlo interested.
